REMARKS 



Claims 9-12 and 16 have been cancelled. Claims 1, 3, 7, 13, 15 and 17-23 have been 
amended to clarify the subject matter regarded as the invention. Claims 1-8, 13-15, and 17-23 
are pending. 

Claim 23 has been amended in a manner that is believed to overcome the rejections under 
35 USC 101. 

The Examiner has rejected claims 1-23 under 35 USC 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Sameshima in view of Wolff. 

The rejection is respectfully traversed. With respect to claim 1, Sameshima describes 
using a table to manage event-driven collection and integration of distributed information. 
Sameshima, col. 5, line 61 - col. 6, line 8. The "index" described by Sameshima is used to 
indicate the respective storage location of various tables. Sameshima, col. 6, lines 9-17. An 
index that indicates a storage location of a table is not the same as "an archive index that includes 
for each of one or more stored objects a corresponding archive index entry indicative of a state of 
the stored object at an archive time with which the entry is associated," as recited in claims 1, 22, 
and 23 as amended. Wolff describes comparing a file to an archived copy of the entire file, 
Wolff at col. 1, lines 45-52, which is different than comparing an archive index to a system index 
as recited in claims 1, 22, and 23. In addition, Sameshima and Wolff do not describe, either 
singly or in combination, "determining whether a correlation exists between the first event and a 
second event generated in connection with a monitoring process associated with the computer 
environment," as recited in claims 1, 22, and 23. Therefore, claims 1, 22, and 23 are believed to 
be allowable. 

Claims 2-21 depend from claim 1 and are believed to be allowable for the same reasons 
described above. 

The foregoing amendments are not to be taken as an admission of unpatentability of any 
of the claims prior to the amendments. 
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Reconsideration of the application and allowance of all claims are respectfully requested 
based on the preceding remarks.
